The Army Appropriation Pill, aggre- 
gating $94,000,000 as reported today, 
is $10,733,585 under the estimates 


and $27,000 below the current army 
appropriation. The Signal Service 
gets $500,000, including a maximum 
of $230,000 for airships. 

The bill, which will be taken up 
immediately after the Indian bill, ap- 
propriates $750,000 for manufacture 
of small arms and machine gun am- 
munition for practice at educational 
institutions; $1,750,000 for manufac- 
turing reservé ammunition and field 
artillery material for the militia; 
$10,064,645 for transportation of the 
army and its supplies; $2,123,997 for 
barracks and quarters generally;

THE MONROE DISASTER. 


Conduct of the First and Second 
Officers of the Sunken Ship Is Un- 
der Investigation. 
A. MIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 16.—The 
conduct of the first and second officers 
of the steamship Monroe, sunk off the 
Virginia coast, was under scrutiny of 
the local board of steamboat inspect- 
ors today rather than the actions of 
Capt. Oemyn Berry, of the Nantucket, 
who is on trial charged with negli- 
gence in connection with the disaster. 
These officers were Guy E. Horsley 
and Joseph E. Gateley. Horsley 
manned one of the two boats that got 
away from the Monroe and Gateley 
jumped overboard as the vessel went 
down and was picked up by a boat. 
Horsley testified that in a fire drill 
one of the boats had been lowered 
and mantied in one minute and fifty- 
two seconds. The members of the 
board sald they could not understand 
why some ef the Monroe's lifeboats 
could not be lowered, even in five 
minutes. Both witnesses replied that 
the ship listed immediately after the 
collision and in a few minutes she 
was almost on her beam ends, mak- 
ing it impossible to launch them. 
The witnesses could not say why 
these boats and life rafts were not 
beut away and allowed to fall into the 
water, where struggling passengers 
and teembers of the crew could have 
boarded them.

Prospects are that the bill will pass 
the Senate as reported from the com- 
mittee, but the measure never will be- 
come law, according to close friends 
of the President. 

The President does not consider lit- 
eracy a test of character and believes 
some other means should be devised 
to prevent undesirable aliens from en- 
tering the United States. He told call- 
ers today he had given his view to the 
Senate committee and had left it to 
them to make it public or not, as 
they chose.

Accountanis Go Over the Books of

BUFFALO (N. Y.) Feb. 16.—The 
funeral of John J. Kennedy, the State 
Treasurer, who committed suicide 
here on Sunday, will be held Wednes- 
day. 

The Board of Aldermen, of which 
Kennedy was a member for twenty<- 
six years, adopted a resolution  ex- 
pressing regret at the loss of a “faith- 
ful public official, a loyal and pa- 
triotic citizen,” and many other or- 
ganizations with which he was iden- 
tifled took similar action. 

A complete investigation of the af- 
fairs of Kennedy was demanded to- 
day by his friends and relatives. Con- 
fidence was expressed that such an 
inquiry will disclose that the affairs 
of the State Treasurer's office have 
been correctly administered. William 
H. Kennedy, the son sent a telegram 
to Gov. Glynn urging an audit of ‘his 
father’s accounts as State Treasurer. 

No explanation of the suicide was 
forthcoming today other than that 
first given out, that Kennedy took 
his life while temporarily deranged 
and that the derangement was caused 
by brooding. over the ‘impending or- 
deal of examination at the hands of 
Dist.-Atty. Charles S. Whitman. 

Kennedy killed himself yesterday 
noon, at the Markeen Hetel, where 
he lived with his wife, son and 
daughter... He cut his throat with his 
razor in a lavatory adjoining the ball- 
room of the hotel.

VISCOUNT AOKI DEAD. 


Former Japanese Ambassador to the 
United States, Son of a Village Doc- 
tor, Expires at Tokio, !

TOKIO, Feb. 16.—Viscount Siuszo 


Aoki, former Japanese Ambassador to 


the United States, died today. 

The news that the famous diplomat 
was critically ill became publicly 
known only a few hours before his 
death occurred, though it was known 
that he had been ailing for some 


e. 
Viscount Aoki was the son of a vil- 
lage doctor, born in 1844 and may 
be considered a self-made man. He 
was among the first Japanese to seek 
an education abroad, going to Ger- 
many for this purpose in 1369. 

A few years later he was appointed 
secretary to the Japanese Legation 
at Berlin, and thus he began & career 
which eventually led him to be con- 
sidered the most experienced diplomat 
in Japan. He was Minister for For- 
Affairs twice and besides his 
Ambassadorship at Washington he 
served his country at London and 
Berlin. 
While in Berlin he married the 
was the first instance of a foreign 
woman of rank and title becoming the 
wife of a Japanese. Viscount Aoki’s 
daughter, Hannah, emulated the ex- 
ample of her distinguished father, 
marrying a German, Count Alexander 
Von Hatzfeldt-Trachenberg, while the 
latter was an attache of the German 
legation in Tokio in 1904. 

Viscount Aoki was Ambassador to 
the United States in 1906 and 1907. 
At the time of his death he held the 
post of Privy Councillor.

Gorham Tufts. Jr., smilingly took

anybody, much less a client. The: 
court vindicates him to the fullest

The physicians appointed by Judge 
Craig to examine Tufts and report as 
to the condition of his health, it be- 
ing asserted that he had tuberculosis, 
returned affidavits that they found no 
evidence of trouble and did not be- 
lieve at his further confinement 
would result in serious injury.

Citizen Accuses Policeman of Tak- 
ing Undue ‘Part in Investigation 
of Copper-Wire Theft—Two Wit-

Former Patrolman H. L. Varey is 
on trial before a jury in Judge Craig's 
court on an indictment for false arrest 
brought against him by the grand 
jury following the “arrest” of Louls 
Rosenthal May 29, 1913, all of which 
is the outcome of the junk war which 
startled Los Angeles last October and 
resulted in the conviction of Philip 
Senegram yesterday for perjury, the

Their testi- 
mony was to the effect that while 
Louis Rosenthal was on his way home 
from the theater about 11 o’clock at 
night and just about to go into his 
house where his wife was awaiting 
him, Varey placed him. under’ arrest 
and refused te allow him to commun}. 
eate with his wife. The officer took 
him to the police station where he re- 
fused to allow him to telephone or get 
into communicatibn with his family 
or lawyers. At 2 o’clock in the morn- 
ing Rosenthal was allowed to g0 
home. 


grand jury Varey testified that he

ae arrest, according to the prose-

TWO MORE RESERVOIRS. 


Ranchers and Settlers in the Mo- 
jave Desert Will Ultimately Have 
Good Supply From New Source. 


The Secretary of the Interior, 
through Supervisor Chariton of the 
Angeles National Forest, has ap- 


proved the application of the. Arrow- 
head Reservoir and Power Company 
for two reservoirs in the San Ber- 
nardino Mountains, intended to serve 
ranchers and settlers living im the 
Mojave Desert. 

The corporation has béen engaged 
in the constructien of a big reservoir 
in Little Bear Valley. One of the 
proposed new reservoirs covers 335 
acres and will impound 7200 acre 
feet; the other, covering 880 acres, 
will impound 3200 acre feet. 

The recent decision of the State Su- 
preme Court to the effect that it is a 
violation of law to divert water from 
one watershed to another has made 
necessary a change in the programme 
of the Arrowhead Company. It wags 
originally intended to carry the water 
conserved into the San Bernardino 
Valley, but it will now be carried out 
into the Mojave Desert for irrigation 
purposes.

Trade Commissioner from Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand, Now in 
San Francisco, Declarcs Those 
Countries Are Now Unabic to Mar- 
ket Their Commodities Profitably.

Dispatch.] “The high cost of living? 
Why. I thought that was one of the 
United States’ proudest possessions, 
It is one we hear boasted of more 
frequently in other portions of the 
globe than anything else. At any 
rate, I don’t think you want to do 
away with it.” : 

Thus spoke Edmund Clifton, for- 
merly director of agriculture in New 
Zealand and present Exposition and 
Trade Cofiimissioner from that coun- 
try and Australia to the United States 
and Canada, who is now in San 
Francisco in pursuance of his mis- 
sion.

“The cost of production is so much 
lower-in New Zealand and Australia, 
continued Clifton, “that the United 
States and Canada, particularly on 
the western coast, should be able, as 
a matter of fact, to obtain our com- 
modities at retail much cheaper than 
you now pay for your own, but there 
will have to be some other means of 
distribution than you now have be- 
fore that will be possible. 

“As it is now, any difference in 
price merely accrues to those who 
already control the handling of food 
products in this country. uch was 
the case at least with the recent large 
ont of Australian beef to San 


ncisco. 

“Our merchants and producers 
fully appreciate the opportunities that 
exist h for increased exports, but 
new methods of handling and dis- 
tribution are also necessary in this 
case before they can be taken ad- 
vantage of. It is possible that this 
will be undertaken in this country 
by the Australian producers. We have 
not at present any definite plans in 
this direction, nor will anything of 
the kind be done until I have made 
a complete trade survey of the Pa- 
cific C 

“On the other side of the Equator, 
we have a great need in New “ 
land and Australia for what are com- 
mercially known as ‘Yankee notions. 
Thig term includes everything from 
Standard Oil to shoe buttons. The 
importation of American manu- 
factured products, particularly ma- 
chinery, is at present enormous. 

“What is greatly needed is a better 
understanding and ‘knowledge of each 
other between the two countries. I 
am told that one of the captains of 
a team that opposed our football play- 
ers on their tour here had to consult 
& map to find out in what part o 
the world New Zealand was. On the 
other hand, I once heard a New Zea- 
lander express the belief that. the city 
of Portland, Or., was a frontier town, 
and suggested that it might be a good 
eee to buy real estate. He had no 
Gea that it was a city situated on 
one of the largest-and most important 
Trivers in the world.” 

Clifton will remain on the Coast 
until after the exposition.
